Explanation 
The Delta Reporter states in an editorial on the 
proposed new 
Delta County Jail: “ According to the 
Escanaba Daily Press. County Hoard Chairman Wheaton 
Strom has termed all those who will vote against the 
proposal as “personally irresponsible.” 
The Escanaba Daily Press quoted Chairman Strom 
in an editorial ( “Judging the Jail Issue”— Sept. 21): 
“Chairman Strom believes that ‘anyone who tells peo­ 
ple to vote No — on the jail millage in next Monday’s 
election — is personally irresponsible/ The Escanaba 
Daily Press shares his view.” 
The Delta Reporter’s misquotation 
implies that 
Strom and the Press would categorize anyone who voted 
No on the jail issue as “personally irresponsible.” This 
is a serious distortion of what was said. 
It was the view of Chairman Strom, as interpreted 
by the Press, that persons influencing public opinion 
on the issue should he informed on it. Such persons, 
he suggests, are personally irresponsible if they fail fair­ 
ly to present to the voters the plan for jail replacement 
proposed by unanimous action of the elected representa­ 
tives of Delta County who compose the Delta County 
Board of Supervisors. Their plan w ill solve a public prob­ 
lem at minimum cost. Any suggestion that a No vote 
will avoid county expense or save the taxpayers money 
is irresponsible upon the basis of any knowledge held 
by Delta County’s officials. 


To raise tile county’s share of the cost, the Delta Coun­ 
ty Board of Supervisors proposes to the taxpayers for ap­ 
proval in Monday’s election a 2 mill special tax for one year 
only.

The jail plan appears to have met public opposition on 
two chief points. 
1. W hy build Sheriff Cully Johnson a residence in the 
jail ?

Ifs for the 
sheriff, whoever lie max be. State law requires a sheriff 
residence in the jail because the sheriff must ho available 21 
hours a day.
